THE  THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Central  Poor  Law  Board  have  the  honour  to  present  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature,  their  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  11)15. 

No  change  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board. 

EXPENDITURE. 

(1)  The  total  amount  expended  on  the  various  Parochial  Institutions  during 
the  year  uuder  I’eview  (after  deducting  £1,378  10.  10.  received  by  the  parishes 
of  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St.  George,  St  John,  and  St.  Joseph  for  medicine 
etc.  sold,  as  sbowu  by  Appendix  I)  was  £20,(122  10.  3.,  accounted  for  under  the 

following  heads  : —

(2)  With  the  exception  of  a decrease  of  £189  0.  0.  under  the  head  Indoor 
Relief,  there  has  been  a general  increase  of  expenditure  nndur  the  various  heads 
to  the  following  extent  : Outdoor  Relief  £74  5.  31  , Medical  Relief  £27)  14.  8.,  and 
Incidentals  £181  9.3J.,  making  the  tots l expenditure  £288  18.  10.  greater  than 
that  of  the  previous  \ ear. 

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  George,  St.  Philip,  St. 
John,  and  St.  Joseph,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure  as  compared 
with  1914;  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  St.  John,  and  St.  Joseph,  to  the  extent  of 
£245  6.  01.,  £109  8.  8.,  £92  14.  3.,  and  £119  16.  l£.,  respectively,  while  in  the 
other  five  parishes  the  expenditure  has  been  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  ; 
St.  Thomas,  St.  Peter  and  St.  Lucy  by  £167  17.  0.,  £59  15.  l£.,  £91  7.  2., 
respectively. 

(3)  Outdoor  Relief  to  the  extent  of  £19  4.  7.  was  given  in  the  shape  of 
milk  and  soup  diet  by  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew. 
Of  this  amount  the  former  parish  was  responsible  for  £44  16.  9£. 

(4)  The  sum  of  £2,800  13.  4£.  has  been  expended  on  Outdoor  Relief  in  money. 
This  amount  as  compared  with  the  expenditure  on  similar  relief  in  1914,  shows 
an  increase  of  £102  0.  11.  In  the  parishes  of  St.  Georre,  St.  Philip,  Sr.  Thomas, 
St.  James,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Joseph,  more  Outdoor  Relief  in  money  was  given 
during  the  year  under  review  than  in  the  previous  year ; S“,  Philip,  St.  James, 
and  St.  Peter  ny  £107  11.  1.,  £37  8.  101.,  and  £13  7.  11.,  respectively.  In  the 
other  parishes  there  has  been  a deciease  of  expenditure  under  this  head,  in  the 
parishes  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  Lucy  to  the  extent  of  £25  10.  0.,  and  £40  18.  9., 
respectively. 

(5)  The  daily  average  cost  per  head  for  maintaining  the  inmates  in  the 
several  Almshouses  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  (the  period  on  which 
calculations  have  been  based  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Poor  Relief 
Act)  has  varied  horn  9Tfiff  pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  to  5,s0  pence  in  the 
parish  of  Sr.  John.  In  the  parishes  of  Sr.  George,  St.  Peter,  St.  Joseph,  and 
St.  Andrew,  the  daily  average  cost  per  head  has  been  greater  than  in  the  corres- 
ponding per  iocl  of  1914.  In  the  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Joseph  to  the 
extent  of  I j4cd.  and  1 respectively,  while  in  the  other  parishes  there  lias  been 
a decrease  varying  from  ,-r,  pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  to  1 pence  in 
the  parish  of  St.  John. 

(6)  The  expenditure  on  Poor  Relief  for  the  year  1915  lias  been  at  the  rate 
of  2s.  4 ,70d.  per  head  of  the  entire  population,  computed  on  the  population  as 
shown  by  the  Census  of  191 1.  This  rate  is  greater,  by  the  very  trifling  amount 
of  *(f  pence,  than  in  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  (2,292)  persons  or  a propor- 
tion of  13*  3 per  thousand  of  the  entire  population,  baaed  on  1 10  population  as 
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indicated  by  the  Census  of  1911,  were  in  receipt  of  relief  on  the  31  Jay  of 
December  1915.  Of  this  total  amount,  1,406  were  in  receipt  of  Outdoor  Relief, 
and  886  were  inmates  of  the  several  Almshouses.  Of  this  lasr.  mentioned 
number  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  contributed  to  the  relief  of  461;  and  the 
parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  George  81,  70  and  54  respectively. 
The  number  so  relieved  by  the  other  parishes  \ aries  fro;r  38  in  the  parish  of 
St.  John  to  24  in  the  paiish  of  St.  Peter. 

Of  the  1,406  persons  who  on  31st  December  1915  were  receiving  Outdoor 
Relief,  the  parishes  of  S’’.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St.  Peter,  and  St. 
Lucy,  were  responsible  for  606,  121,  270,  99  and  117  respectively. 

With  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  St.  George,  St.  James,  and  St.  Peter, 
where  a greater  number  of  persons  were  assisted,  fewer  persons  were  relieved 
by  the  other  parishes  during  the  year  1915  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
the  previous  year.  The  parishes  of  Sr.  Michael,  St.  Philips  St.  Peter,  and  St. 
Lucy,  show  the  highest  proportion  relieved,  and  St.  George,  St.  John,  and  St. 
Joseph  the  lowest. 

The  proportion  per  thousand  of  the  population  ranges  from  19’9  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Philip  to  6‘0  in  the  parish  of  St.  George. 

(8)  Outdoor  Relief  has  been  granted  to  4,1  46  persons  during  the  year  1915. 
Of  this  number  3,807  have  been  relieved  with  money,  and  339  with  food, 
(milk  and  soup  diet  included).  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew  are  the 
only  parishes  that  now  administer  relief  in  this  form.  The  fir*-t  mentioned 
parish  was  tesponsible  for  the  relief  of  287  persons,  a matter  of  104  more  than 
the  previous  year,  while  the  parishes  of  St.  George  and  St.  Andrew  reduced 
the  number  so  relieved  by  them  during  the  previous  year  by  47  and  4 
respectively.  The  amount  expended  under  this  head  during  the  year  is  £2,900 
17.  llj.,  giving  an  average  of  14s.  Oj^,  pence  per  head  of  the  number  assisted 
by  the  various  institutions.  This  is  a decrease  of  2s.  10^  pence  on  the 
previous  year's  rate?.  The  rate  per  bead  of  persons  a-si~ted,  ranges  from  £1 
13.  2—^  pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  James,  to  9s.  lTlff  pence  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Michael.  With  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  aud  St.  John  where 
a greater  number  of  persons  were  assi-ted,  fewer  persons  were  relieved  Outdoor 
by  the  other  parishes  during  the  year  1915,  than  in  the  previous  year  ; St.  Philip 
and  St.  Lucy  to  the  extent  of  186  and  85  respectively.  The  total  number  of 
persons  treated  Outdoor  by  the  several  parishes  was  more  than  that  of  1914  by 
828. 


MEDICAL  RELIEF. 


The  total  amount  expended  on  Medical  Relief  during  the  year  under  review 
(after  deducting  £1378  10.  10.  received  by  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St. 
George,  St.  Philip,  St.  John,  and  St.  Joseph,  for  medicine  etc.,  sold)  is 
£5,017  7.  1^.,  being  £274  2.  1.  greater  than  in  the  previous  year.  With 
the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  Sr.  Michael  and  Sr.  Peter  where  there  has 
been  a decrease  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £59  16  4.,  and  £35  5. 6., 
respectively,  aud  in  the  parish  oE  St.  James  where  the  expenditure  is  the 
same,  theie  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure  under  this  head  in  all  of 
the  other  parishes  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  : Christ  Church,  St. 
Philip,  St.  John,  and  St.  Joseph,  to  the  extent  of  £43  18.  7b-  £113  0.  4L, 
£144  13.  1.,  and  £42  7.  11.,  respectively.  Under  the  heads  “ Salaries  of 
Medical  Officers”  and  “Medicines  and  Dispensary”  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £41  5.  0.  and  £242  6.  6..  respectively,  while  under  the 
other  heads,  the  expenditure  has  1 eeu  “omewhat  less  than  that  of  1914,  “ Extra 
Fees”  and  “ Dispensary  Extras,”  by  £5  11.  8.,  and  £3  17.  9.,  respectively.  With 
the  exception  of  the  parish  of  St.  Joseph  where  there  has  been  a substantial 
increase  to  the  extent  of  £76  19.  11.,  there  has  been  a general  decrease  in  the 
sales  of  Medicine  in  the  other  parishes,  as  compared  with  1914  ; Christ  Church, 
St.  Philip,  aud  St.  John  by  £7  15.  2b,  £4  17.  3.,  and  £41  9.  2b  , respectively.  The 
total  sales  of  Medicine  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  the  narrow  margin 
of  £22  14.  0. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  various  Parochial  Institutions  have 
been  worked  satisfactorily-  and  economically.

The  Central  Poor  Liw  Board  have  the  honour  to  present  to  Hi“  Excellency 
the  Governor,  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature,  their  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1917. 

No  chant e took  place  during  the  year  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board. 


EXPENDITURE. 

(1)  The  total  amount  expended  on  the  various  Parochial  Institutions  during 
the  year  tinder  review  after  deducting  £1,345  16.  9.  received  by  the  parishes  of 
Chi  ist  Church,  St.  Phil  p,  St.  Geortte,  and  St.  Jo  eph  for  medicine,  etc.,  sold,  for 
the  coct  of  sundries  sol  i,  and  for  fees  received  for  the  use  of  the  telephone,  etc., 
by  the  parish  ot  St.  George  (a-  shown  by  Appendix  I)  was  £23,973  8. 
accounted  for  under  the  following  heads  : — £

(2)  With  the  exception  of  a decrease  of  £5  6.  4£.  under  cue  head  Outdoor 
Relief,  there  has  been  a general  increase  of  expenditure  under  the  various  heads 
to  the  following  extent  : Iudnor  Relief  £2,889  9.  0.,  Medical  Relief  £352  3.  7., 

and  Incidentals  £57  7.  10.,  making  the  total  expenditure  £3,293  14.  0|.  greater 
than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  amount  expended  by  all  of  the  parishes  has  been  greater  thau 
that  of  the  previous  year,  St.  Michael,  Christ  Church.  St.  Philip,  St.  John,  St. 
Lucy,  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Andrew,  to  the  extent  of  £1.552  2.  11.,  £687  2.  84-, 
£147  18.  5..  £107  14.  4j.,  £319  12.  0.,  £101  19.  4£.,  and  £92  19.  10|.,  respectively. 

(3.)  Outdoor  Relief  to  the  extent  of  £60  5.  6.  was  given  in  the  shape  of 
milk  and  soup  dirt  by  the  parishes  of  Sr.  Michael,  St.  George  and  St.  Andrew. 
Of  this  amount,  the  former  parish  was  responsible  for  £55  0.  64.  The  other 
parishe-  do  not  administer  relief  in  this  shape. 

(4.)  The  sum  of  £2,690  8,  2.  has  been  expended  on  Outdoor  Relief  in  money. 
This  amount,  as  compared  with  the  expenditure  on  similar  relief  in  1916,  shows 
a small  decrease  of  £20  15.  0.  In  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  St. 
Philip,  St.  Thomas.  and  St.  Joseph,  less  Outdoor  Relief  in  money  was  giveD 
during  the  year  unde--  review  than  in  the  previous  year  ; St.  Michael,  St.  Philip 
and  St.  Thomas  hy  £59  13.  5.,  £49  12.  5.,  and  £12  10.  5.,  respectively.  Id  the 
other  parishes  there  has  been  a small  increase  of  expenditure  under  this  head, 
in  the  parishes  of  Chri“t  Chnrch,  St.  James,  St.  John,  St.  Peter  and  St.  Lucy, 
to  the  extent  of  £6  7.  1.,  £6  14.  9.,  £29  9.  3.,  £11  5.  5.,  and  £44  8.  7T, 
respectively. 

(5) .  The  daily  average  cost  ner  head  for  maintaining  the  inmates  in  the 
several  aim-houses  -hiring  the  latter  half  of  the  year  (the  period  on  which 
calculations  have  been  based  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Poor  Relief 
Act)  lias  varied  from  8-x,  pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  John,  to  1«.  3T2„d.  in  the  parish 
of  Sr.  Andrew.  The  daily  average  cost  per  head  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael, 
Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St.  G^o-  ge,  St.  John,  St.  Peter,  St.  James,  St.  Joseph,  and 
St.  Andrew  has  been  greater  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1916.  In  the 
paii-he-  of  St.  Michael.  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St,  James  and  Sc.  Andrew  tc» 
the  extent  of  lj^d.,  e^d.,  2j^jd.,  2d.,  and  7/^d..  respectively,  while  in  St.  Lucy 
and  St.  Thomas  then  has  been  a small  decrease  by  Tj^d.,  and  2,'^d.,  respeetiv  ely 
This  great  increa-e  in  9 of  the  11  parishes  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  great 
advance  in  the  cost  of  foodstuffs  consequent  on  the  War. 

(6)  The  expenditure  on  Poor  Relief  for  the  year  1917  has  been  at  ttm 
rate  of  2s.  9140d.,  per  head  of  the  entire  population,  computed  on  the  population 
as  shown  by  the  O-nsus  of  1911.  This  rate  is  greater  by  4,60d.,  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

(7)  Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-one  (2,441)  persons  or  a propor- 
tion of  14 ‘1  per  thousand  of  the  entire  population,  based  on  the  population  as 
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indicated  by  the  Census  of  191!,  were  in  receipt  of  relief  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  1917.  Of  this  total  number  of  1 ,529  were  in  receipt  of  0 itdoor  Relief 
and  912  were  inmates  of  the  several  nlmskou-es.  Of  this  last  mentioned 
number,  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  contributed  to  the  relief  <>f  486,  and  the 

parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St  Thomas,  St.  James,  and  St.  Lucy  67.  49,  48, 
and  49,  respectively.  The  number  so  relieved  by  the  other  parishes  varies 
from  44  in  the  parishes  of  St.  George  and  St.  John  to  22  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter. 

Of  the  1.529  persons  who  on  the  31st  day  of  December  1917  were  receiving 
Outdoor  Relief,  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  and  St. 
Lucy  were  responsible  for  624,  117,  347,  aud  168  respectively. 

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael.  St.  Philip.  St.  George,  St.  Thoma*,  St. 
James,  St.  Peter,  St.  Lucy  and  St.  Joseph,  a greater  number  of  persons  were 
assisted  duriug  th*  year  1917  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous 
year,  while  iu  the  three  other  parishes  fewer  persons  were  relieved.  The 
parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  Lucy,  show  the  highest  proportion 
relieved,  and  St  George,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Andrew,  the  lowest,  i'he  proportion 
per  thousand  of  the  population  ranges  from  24-2  in  the  parish  of  St.  Lucy  to 
5 8 in  the  parish  of  St.  George. 

(8)  Outdoor  Relief  has  been  granted  to  3,301  persons  during  the  year  1917. 
Of  this  number,  2,840  have  been  relieved  with  money,  and  461  with  food,  (milk 
and  soup  diet  included),  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Audrew  are  the 
only  parishes  that  administer  relief  in  this  form.  The  first  mentioned  pai  ish 
was  responsible  for  the  relief  of  408  persons,  a matter  of  124  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  the  parishes  ot  St.  George,  aud  St.  Andrew  also  reduced 
the  number  so  relieved  by  them  by  1.  and  10,  respectively. 

The  parish  of  St.  James  relieved  4 pers  ms  with  food  during  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  £1  19.  0. 

The  amonnt  expended  under  this  head  during  the  year,  is  £2,752  12.  8.,  giving 
an  average  < f 16s.  S^d.  per  head  of  the  number  assi-tcd  by  the  various  institu- 
tions. This  is  an  increase  of  2-\  5T6ffd.  on  tho  previous  year’s  rates.  The  rate  per 
head  of  persons  assisted  ranges  from  £1  17.  0.  in  the  parish  ot  St.  James  to  Is.  Gy^d. 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Joseph. 

Iu  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  St.  George,  St.  Thomas,  St.  James, 
and  St.  Andrew,  fewer  persons  were  assisted  outdoor  during  the  year  1917,  than 
in  the  previous  year  ; St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew  by 
797,  97,  12  and  10  respectively,  while  in  ihe  other  parishes  a greater  number  of 
persons  weie  so  relieved,  St.  Lucy  aud  St.  Joseph  to  the  extent  of  90  and  78, 
respectively.  The  total  number  of  persons  treated  outdoor  by  the  several 
parishes  was  606  !es<  thau  that  of  1916. 

MEDICAL  RELIEF. 

The  total  amount  expended  on  Medical  Relief  duriug  the  year  under  review 
(after  deducting  £1,345  16.  9.,  received  by  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St. 
George,  Sr.  Philip,  and  St.  Joseph  for  medicine  etc.,  sold)  i«  £5,250  17.  5£d.,  being 
£310  0.  4 i greater  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  With  the  exception  ot 
St.  John  aud  St.  Peter  where  there  has  been  a decrease  of  expenditure  to  the 
extent  of  £1  7.  0£,  aud  £8  12.  7.,  respectively,  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
expenditure  under  this  head  in  all  of  the  other  pari-lies  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  St.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  Thomas.  3t.  Lucy, 
and  tt.  Joseph  to  the  extent  of  £7S  15,  8^.,  £72  3.  4^.,  £20  4.  2.,  £29  2,  2„ 
and  £66  3,  9|.,  respectively.  Under  the  heads  “Salaries  of  Medical  Officers” 
“ Medicine  ami  Dispensary  ” and  “ Dispensary  Extras  ” ther^  1 as  been  au  inrease 
of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £60  8.  4.,  £137  3.  3|,  and  £14  3.  0£.  respectively, 
while  under  the  head  “ Extra  Fees  ” the  expenditure  has  been  less  than  that  of 
1916  by  £1  15.  3£.  With  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  St.  J(  seph,  where  tuere 
has  been  a decrease  by  £28  18  2^.,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  sales  of 
medicine  in  the  ether  parishes  as  compared  with  1916  ; Christ  Church  and 
St.  Philip  to  the  extent  of  £44  13.  2.,  and  £54  7.  11^.,  respectively. 

GKNERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  various  Parochial  Institutions 
have  been  worked  satisfactorily  and  economically  in  spite  of  the  great  increase 
in  the  cost  of  living  brought  about  by  the  present  War  ; and  the  various  Boards 
of  Guardians  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  efficient  administration.

THE  THIRTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Central  Poor  Law  Board  have  the  honour  to  present  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  tor  the  information  of  the  Legislature,  their  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  191*). 

No  change  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board. 

EXPENDITURE. 

(1).  The  total  amount  expended  on  the  various  Parochial  Institutions  during 
the  year  under  review  (after  deducting  £1,275  8.  10.  received  by  the  parishes  of 
Christ  Church,  Sr.  Philip,  St.  George,  and  St.  Joseph  for  medicine  &c.  sold,  awd 
for  the  cost  of  sundries  sold,  and  fees  received  for  the  use  of  the  telephone  &c., 
by  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  George  as  shown  by  Appendix  1)  was 
£20,679  14.  4^.,  accounted  lor  under  the  following  heads  :

(2)  With  the  exception  of  an  increase  of  £137  11.  7.J.  under  the  head  Indoor 
Relief,  there  has  been  a gpneial  decrease  of  expenditure  under  the  various  heads 
to  the  following  extent  : Outdoor  Relief  £121  19.  2|.,  Medical  Relief  £166  5.  10., 
and  Incidentals  £92  2.  5|.,  making  the  total  expenditure  £57  4.  H.  greater  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.  In  the  parishes  of  St.  George,  St.  Philip,  St.  Thomas. 
St.  James,  St.  Petei’,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Andrew,  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
expenditure  as  compared  with  1915;  St.  George,  St.  James,  St.  Peter,  and  St. 
Andrew,  to  the  extent  of  £70  15.  10.,  £138  18.  2\.,  £68  9.  1.,  aud  £13  16.  0., 
respectively,  while  in  the  remaining  parishes  the  expenditure  has  bsen  less  than 
that  of  the  previous  year  ; St.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  John  and  St.  Lucy, 
by  £295  17.  2.,  £56  2.  2J.,  £31  8.  10.,  and  £29  15.  10.,  respectively. 

(3) ..  Outdoor  Relief  to  the  extent  of  £66  3.  3i  was  given  in  the  shape 
of  Milk  and  Soup  Diet  by  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew. 
Of  this  amount  the  former  parish  was  responsible  for  £62  1 . 9i.  None  of  the 
other  parishes  administered  relief  in  this  shape. 

(4)  The  sum  of  £2,711  3.  2.  has  been  expended  on  Outdoor  Relief  iu  Money. 
This  amount  as  compared  with  the  expenditure  on  similar  reliof  in  1915, 
shows  a decrease  of  £149  10.  2.j.  In  the  parishes  of  Sc.  Michael,  Chxist  Church, 
St.  Philip,  Sc.  John,  St.  James,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Andrew,  less  Outdoor  Relief 
in  money  was  given  during  the  year  under  review  than  in  lire  previous  year  : 
St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  James  by  £70  4.  6.,  £73  2.  9.,  and  £12  16.  10J., 
respectively".  In  the  other  parishes  there  has  been  a stnall  increase  of  expendi- 
ture under  this  head,  iu  the  parishes  of  St.  Geoi  ge,  St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Peter, 
to  the  extent  of  £5  5.  0„.  £7  4.  5.,  aud  £4  7.  2.,  respectively. 

{5.)  The  daily  average  cost  pier  head  for  maintaining  the  inmates  in  the 
several  almshouses  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  (the  period  on 
which  calculations  have  been  based  from  the  coming  into  operation  of  the 
Poor  Relief  Act)  has  varied  ft6m  7r\  pence  in  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church 
and  St.  John  to  12-^  pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  Thotnas.  The  daily  average  cost 
per  head  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  St.  George,  St.  John,  St-  Peter, 
St.  Lucy,  St.  James.  St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Joseph,  has  been  greater  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1915,  In  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip,  St.  Geox  ge,  St.  Peter, 
St.  Lucy,  and  St,  Thomas,  to  the  extent  of  4d,  2T15d,  3-j^d,  2^(1,  and  4yir  peuce, 
respectively,  while  in  the  other  parishes  there  hus  been  a deex-ease  varying  from 
v0d  in  the  parish  of  Chxist  Church  to  ^ pence  in  the  parish  of  St.  Joseph.  This 
gi  eat  increase  in  9 of  the  11  parishes  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  great  advance 
in  the  cost  of  foodstuffs  consequent  on  the  War. 
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{6)  The  expenditure  on  Poor  Relief  for  the  year  1916  has  been  at  the  rate 
of  2/4T8o  pence  per  bead  on  the  entire  population,  computed  on  the  population  as 
shown  by  the  Census  of  1911.  This  rate  is  greater  by  the  very  trifling  amount 
of  jo  pence,  than  in  the  previous  year. 

(7)  Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (2,288)  persons  or  a pro- 
portion of  13'3  per  thousand  of  the  entire  population,  based  on  the  population 
as  indicated  by  the  Census  of  1911,  were  in  receipt  of  relief  on  the  31st  day  of 
Dec»  mber  1916,  Of  this  total  number,  1,461  were  in  receipt  cf  Outdoor  Relief 
and  827  were  inmates  of  the  several  almshouses.  Of  this  last  mentioned  number 
the  parish  of  St.  Michael  contributed  to  the  relief  of  439,  and  the  parishes  of 
Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  John,  82,  42,  and  58  respectively.  The  number 
so  relieved  by  the  other  parishes  varies  from  38  in  the  parish  of  St.  George  to  21 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter. 

Of  the  1,461  persons  who  on  the  31st  day  of  December  1916  were  receiving 
Outdoor  Relief,  the  parishes  of  Sr.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  and  St. 
Lucy  were  responsible  for  599,  107,  326,  and  109  respectively. 

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip,  St.  John,  St.  Lucy,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Andrew, 
a greater  number  of  persons  were  assisted  during  the  year  1916  thau  in  the  cor* 
responding  period  of  the  previous  year,  while  in  the  other  parishes  fewer  per- 
sons were  relieved. 

The  p-rishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  Lucy,  show  the  highest 
proportion  relieved,  and  St.  George,  St.  Joseph,  and  St.  Andrew  the  lowest. 

The  proportion,  per  thousand  of  the  population  ranges  from  2 1 -6  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Pnilip,  to  4'8  in  the  patLh  of  St.  George. 

(8)  Outdoor  Relief  has  been  granted  to  3,907  persons  during  the  year 
1916.  Of  this  number  3,315  have  been  relieved  with  money,  and  592  with  food 
(milk  and  soup  diet  included).  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew' are  the  only 
parishes  that  administer  relief  in  this  form.  The  first  mentioned  parish  was 
responsible  for  the  relief  of  532  persons,  a matter  of  245  more  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  the  parishes  of  St.  George  and  St.  Andrew  also  increased  the 
Lumber  so  relieved  by  them  by  1 and  7,  respectively. 

The  amount  expended  under  this  head  during  the  year,  is  £2,777  6.  5| 
giving  an  average  of  14s  2160  pence  per  head  of  the  number  assisted  by  the 
various  institutions.  This  is  an  increase  of  2^  pence  on  the  previous  year’s 
rates.  The  rate  per  head  of  persons  assisted  ranges  from  £1  10  4^  in  the  parish 
of  Sr.  Philip  to  7.  S^d  in  the  parish  of  St.  Joseph. 

With  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  St.  James  aud  St.  Joseph, 
where  a greater  number  of  persons  were  assisted,  and  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Lucy  where  the  number  assisted  was  the  same  as  in  1915,  fewer 
persons  were  relieved  Outdoor  by  the  other  parishes  during  the  year  1916 
than  in  the  previous  year  ; St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  and  St.  John  to  the  extent  of 
166,  151,  and  45  respectively.  The  total  number  of  persons  treated  Outdoor  by 
the  several  parishes  was  239  less  than  that  of  1915. 

MEDICAL  RELIEF 

The  total  amount  expended  on  Medical  Relief  during  the  year  under  review 
(after  deducting  £1,275  S.  IP.  received  by  the  parishes  of  Christ  Churcu,  St.  George 
St.  Philip,  and  St.  Joseph  for  medicine  &c.  sold)  is  £4,910  17.  1.,  being  £76  10.  0^ 
Jess  than  in  the  previous  year.  With  the  exception  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip, 
St.  John  and  St.  Joseph,  where  there  has  been  a decrease  of  expenditure  to  the 
extent  of  £42  18.  3.,  £27  18.  9.,  £82  4.  2\,  and  £8  7.  84.,  respectively,  there  bus 
been  an  increase  of  expenditure  under  tL is  head  in  all  of  the  other  piti-hes  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year  ; St.  Michael,  St.  George,  St.  Thomas,  and  St. 
Peter,  to  the  extent  of  £59  12.  7.,  £7  4.  9.,  £6  12.  0.,  £5  9.  I ..respectively.  Under 
the  heads  “ Salaries  of  Medical  Officers,”  and  “Extra  Fees”  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £13  15.  0.  and  £15  4.  1.,  respectively, 
while  under  the  other  head®,  the  expenditure  has  been  less  than  that  of  1915, 

“ Medicine  aud  Dispensary  ” and  Dispensary  extras  ” by  £94  5 94,  and  £11  3.  4. 
respectively.  With  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  St.  George  where  there  lias 
been  a small  decrease  by  4/9,  there  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  tire  sales  of 
medicine  in  the  other  parishes  as  compared  with  1915  ; Christ  Church,  St.  Philip, 
aud  St.  Joseph  to  the  extent  of  £14  2.  10.,  £76  14.  6.,  and  £140  6.  0.,  respectively, 
lu  spite  of  the  great  increase  in  the  sales  of  medicine  referred  to  above,  when 
the  total  sales  for  this  year  is  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year  it  shows 
a decrease  of  £103  2.  0. 
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Tl.e  cruise  of  this  apparent  falling  off  in  the  sales  of  medicine  is  manifest 
w hen  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact,  that  whereas  in  1915  the  amount  for 
medicine  sold  in  the  parish  of  St.  John,  according  to  returns  supplied  this 
Board,  was  £334  0.  7.,  no  such  returns  for  this  year,  have  been  furnished  by  this 
parish. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  various  Parochial  Institutions 
have  been  worked  satisfactorily  and  economically  in  face  of  the  great  stress 
brought  about  by  the  present  War  ; and  the  various  Boards  of  Guardians  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  their  efficient  administration.

Of  this  number  2,430  have  been  relieved  with  money,  and  433  with  food,  (milk 
and  soup  diet  included)  St.  Michael,  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew  are  the  only 
parishes  that  administer  relief  in  this  form.  The  first  mentioned  parish  was 
responsible  for  the  relief  of  242  persons,  a matter  of  166  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  while  the  parishes  of  St.  George,  and  St.  Andrew  increased  the 
number  so  relieved  by  them  by  1 and  4 respectively.

giving  an  aver  age  of  £1  0.  5^  per  head  of  the  number  assisted  by  the  various 
institutions.  This  is  an  increase  of  3s.  9-^d.  on  the  previous  year’s  rates.  The 
rate  per  bead  ot  persons  assisted  ranges  from  £1  15.  4^.  in  parish  of  St.  James 
to  13s.  5-pjd.  in  the  parish  of  St.  John. 

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip,  St.  George,  St.  John,  St.  James,  St.  Peter,  and 
St.  Lucy  a greater  Dumber  of  persons  were  assisted  Outdoor  during  the  year 
than  in  the  previous  year  ; St.  Philip,  St.  George,  St.  John,  St.  Peter  and  .St. 
Lucy  by  22,  31,23,  aud  28,  respectively;  whilei  in  the  other  parishes  with 
the  execution  of  Christ  Church  where  the  same  number  was  assisted  as,  hi 
1917,  fewer  persons  were  so  relieved  St.  Michael  and  St,  Thomas,  by  375  and  6' 
respectively.

10.,  and  St.  George  where  the  expenditure  has  been  the  same,  there  has 
been  an  in<  lease  of  expenditure  under  this  head  in  all  of  the  other  parishes  as 
corni  ared  with  the  previrus  year  ; Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St.  John,  and  St. 
James  to  the  extent  ot  £7  1.  1.,  £127  17.  6„  £63  17  9.  and  £98  13.  0.,  respectively. 
Under  the  heads  “ Salaries  of  Medical  Officers  ” and  “ Medicine  and  Dispensary  ” 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £83  6.  8.,  and

Jossph  to  the  extent  of  £22  6.  2 and  £137  19.  1L,  respectively,

been  worked  satisfactonly  and  economically,  in  spite  of  the  great  increase,  in 
the  cost  of  living  brought  about  by  the  War  which  terminated  in  November  last;

6T6od-  in  the  parish  of  St, 
Joseph.  The  daily  average  cost  per  head  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael,  Christ 
Church,  St.  Pe ter,  St.  Lucy,  St.  James,  St.  Thomas,  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Andrew, 
has  been  greater  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1918.  In  the  parishes  of  Christ 
Church,  St.  Lucy,  St.  Joseph  and  St.  Andrew  to  the  extent  Of  9^d., 

and  2T7^d.  respectively,  while  in  St.  Philip,  St.  George  and  St.  John  there  has 
b en  a decrease  by  jL,  fa  and  3T6^  pence  respectively. 

(6)  The  expenditure  on  Poor  Relief  in  the  year  1919  has  been  at  the  rate 
of  3s.  llTVd.  per  head  of  the  entire  population  computed  on  population  as 
shown  by  the  Census  of  1911,  This  rata  is  greater  by  Ifa  pence  than  that  of 
the  previous  year,

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(7)  Two  thrusaud  seveu  hundred  and  nine  (2,709)  or  a proportion  of  1 5*7 
per  thousand  of  the  entire  population,  ba^ed  on  the  population  as  indicated  by 
tbe  Onsus  of  1911,  were  iu  receipt  of  relief  on  the  31«t  day  of  December  1919. 
Of  this  total  number  1,625  were  in  receipt  of  Outdoor  Relief  and  1,084  were  in- 
mates cf  the  several  Almshouses.  Of  this  last  mentioned  number  the  parish  of 
8t,  Michael  contributed  to  the  relief  of  535  and  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church, 
St.  Philip,  St.  John,  St.  Thomas.  St.  George,  St.  James  St.  Joseph,  83,  63,  94,  47, 
53,  65  and  43  respectively.  The  number  so  relieved  by  tbe  ether  parishes  varies 
from  35  in  the  parish  ol  St.  Peter  to  32  in  the  parish  of  St.  Lucy. 

Of  the  1,625  persons  who  on  the  31st  day  of  December  1919  were  receiving 
Outdoor  Relief,  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip,  St.  Peter 
and  Sr.  Lucy  were  responsible  for  703,  128,  297,  99,  and  162  respe  tively. 

In  the  parishes  of  St  Thomas  and  St.  Lucy  fewer  persons  were  assisted 
dui iug  the  year  1919  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year, 
while  in  tbe  other  parishes  a greater  number  of  persons  were  relieved.  The 
parishes  of  St.  Michael,  St.  Philip,  St.  Johu,  Sr.  Peter  and  St.  Lucy  show  the 
highest  proportion  relieved,  and  St.  George,  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Andrew  the 
lowe>t.  The  proportion  per  thousand  ot  the  population  ranges  from  21'6  in  the 
palish  of  St.  Lucy  to  7-4  ir.  the  parish  of  St.  George. 

(8)  Outdoor  Relief  has  been  granted  to  4,081  persons  during  tbe  year  1919. 
Of  this  number  3,352  have  been  relieved  with  money,  and  729  with  food  (milk 
and  scup  diet  included).  St.  Michael,  St.  George  and  St.  Andrew  are  the  on  ly 
prrisbes  that  adminl'ter  ivlir-f  io  this  form.  The  first  men'ioned  palish  was 
lesprnsible  for  the  lelief  of  651  persons,  a matter  rf  409  more  than  in  the  previ- 
ous year,  and  the  latter  also  increased  it?  number  by  28,  while  in  the  parish  of 
St  George  there  was  a deeeroa°e  in  the  number  so  re’ieved. 

The  amount  expended  under  tbis  head  i uiing  the  year  is  £3,415  1.  10|,  giving 
an  average  of  16s.  per  head  of  the  number  so  assisted  by  the  various  in-titu- 

fcions.  T da  is  a decrease  of  3s.  9^d.  on  the  pievious  yeat's  rates.  The  rate  pjr 
head  nf  persons  assisted  ranges  Lorn  £1  IS.  9.  in  the  | arish  of  St.  Jurats  to 
13s.  5T'\jd.  in  the  parish  of  St.John, 

In  all  of  the  parishes,  with  the  exception  o‘  S S George  and  St  Thomas,  a great- 
er number  ol  persons  were  assi-ted  outdoor-  during  the  year  1919  than  in  the 
previous  year  ; St  Michael  St  Philip,  St  Peter,  St  Lucy,  «nd  St.  Andrew  by 
886,  197,  31,  46,  and  44  respectively.  Sr.  Ge  rge  and  St.  Thomas  reduced  the 
number  so  relieved  by  them  by  13  and  4 respectively.  The  total  number  of 
persons  trt  ated  outdoor  by  the  several  parishes  was  1,218  more  than  in  1918 
with  an  increased  expenditure  of  £481  3.  8£. 

MEDICAL  RELIEF. 

The  total  amount  expended  on  Medical  Relief  during  tbe  year  under  review 
(al  ter  deducting  £1,544  7.  2£  received  by  the  parishes  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Philip, 
St.  George,  and  St.  Josepu  for  medicine  &c.  sold)  is  £5,991,  19.  7£,  being 
£408  15.  10£  greater  than  that  cf  tbe  previous  year.  With  the  exception  of  St. 
George,  St.  Lucy  aud  St.  Andrew  where  there  has  been  a decrease  of  expenditure 
to  the  extent  of  £3.10.8£,  £50.7.5.  and  Is.  lOd.  respectively,  and  St.  James  where 
the  expenditure  has  been  the  same,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure 
under  this  head  io  all  of  the  other  parishes  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  ; 
St.  Michael,  Christ  Church,  St.  Thomas,  and  St.  Lucy  to  the  extent  of  £261  16.  10., 
£62  18.  5£,  £45  16.  8.  and  £50  7 5.,  respectively.  Under  the  heads  “ Salaries 
of  Medical  Officers,”  “ Medicine  and  Dispensary,”  and  “ Dispensary  Extras,’ 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure  to  the  extent  of  £6  5.  0.,  £411  1.  1J 
and  £1  6.  6.,  respectively,  while  under  the  bead  “ Extra  Fees  ” the  expenditure 
has  been  less  than  that  of  1918  by  £9  16.  9.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
sales  of  medicine  in  all  of  the  parishes  as  compared  with  1918;  St.  Philip  and 
St.  Joseph  to  the  extent  of  £l  12  1.  1.  and  £198  3.  11.,  respectively. 

GENERAL  RFMARKS. 

Tbe  Board  are'pleased  to  report  that  the  various  Parochial  Institutions  have 
been  worked  satisfactorily  and  with  a view  to  economy,  in  spite  of  the  great 
increase  in  the  cost  of  living  brought  about  by  the  War,  which  although 
terminated  sixteen  months  ngo,  has  had  i-ueh  a tremendous  effect  on  the  indus- 
tries of  the  world  as  to  demoralise  the  markets  for  coramoditips  generally, 

In  view  of  this  fact  the  various  Boards  of  Guardians  are  to  be  congrat- 
ulated on  their  efficient  administration.
